FOX FARMING.

DOCTORING A FISH. 

How the Ailments of Finny Pa¬ 
tients Are Treated. 

Attached to the Njcw York Aquar¬ 
ium is u hospital wWeretthe ailments 
of fish arc attended to. To perform j 
an operation on a fish is no easy ; 
matter, owing to the slippery na- | 
ture of its skin. The only way in 
which they can be reduced to uncon- 1 
sciousness is by freezing them, the 
fact of their being cold-blooded pre- , 
venting the action of chloroform or ; 
other anaesthetics upon them. One 1 
curious operation, performed was 
that of grafting some skin upon a 
valuable eel which, while endeavor¬ 
ing to escape from the Aquarium, 
had wounded itsolf with a piece of 
broken water pipe. The eel was 
frozen, and then some .skin taken 
from another eel of - less value was 
fixed on the injured part by means of 
bismuth. The patient was then 
bound in splints and put in a tank 
of shallow water, where it could be 
watchftd until recovery was complete. 

It is the rule nt this Aquarium for 
all visitors to deposit sticks and 
umbrellas at the door as they come 
in. A lady once managed to evade, 
this rule, and seeing a fish lying at 
the bottom of n tank dead, as she 
thought, she poked it with her um¬ 
brella. The fish, xvhich was a young 
man-eating shark, snapped at the 
umbrella und, in doing so. dislocat¬ 
ed its lower jaw. It was at once 
removed to the operating table, but 
though the jaw was set the shark 
could not cat properly, ami shortly 
afterwards died.

Sometimes finlies* suffer from the 
formation of abscesses on their bod¬ 
ies. In this case the fish is caught 
in a sieve, and when it has been 
quieted, the abscess is lanced; the 
wound in then cauterized, and the 
fish is transferred to a hospital tank 
until it has recovered, Quite recent¬ 
ly a trout died because it couldn’t 
spawn, it was stripped of the spawn 
by careful pressing, but the opera¬ 
tion did not save its life. A sim¬ 
ple cure is in force for a fungus 
growth, which is a very common 
complaint, and uppears in the region 
of the gills, and, if not treated at 
once, the result is that the fish be¬ 
comes partially paralyzed, and loseri 
the entire use of the gill. The treat¬ 
ment consists in the transference of 
the fish — if it be a fresh water one 
— to a salt water tank, and vice

A SOUTHERNER DEPICTS US 
AS DEADLY SHOTS. 

Hall a Million Sharpshooters Who 

Could Dofsat Uncle Sam's 
Army. 

The following extraordinary, and 
to Canadians, highly amueing, ar¬ 
ticle was recently published in a 
newspaper in tho Southern States, 
big score headlines were placed on 
it, as follows "Menaces Uncle 
| ; Sam—Canada Making Extraordinary 
Efforts to Create a Nation of Sharp¬ 
shooters—Is She Preparing for War? 
—Riflo Practice a National Sport, 
Encouraged by tho Government— 
500,000 Doad Shots Now." But 
alarming as were tho headlines they 
aro as nothing compared with the 
statements made in tho body or the 
article : 

Cunada is rapidly becoming a na¬ 
tion of shurpshootora. This is one 
of tho results of tho Boer war. If 
the other colonies of Great Britain 
have learned this lesson, the next 
campaign in which England is en¬ 
gaged will be a bloody affair. Cun- 
aua sent several thousand young 
men to South Africa, and they have 
profited from their contact with tho 
Boer sharpshooters. To-day en¬ 
thusiasm prevails all ovor Canada 
on this subject. 

Tho Government is cncouruging 
tho development of marksmanship to 
an extraordinary dogroc. Tho result 
is surprising. Every village in Can¬ 
ada sports a rille range, und every 
Province is a school for sharpshoot- 
©is. It is not a fad, but has seized 
upon tho Canudiuns with a firmness 
that promises to leave an indelible 
stamp upon the people for a gen¬ 
eration. Of Canada's 0,000,000 of 
people, there ure more than 500,000 
capable of bearing arms. This vast 
army is developing into a fighting 
■ machine of colossal proportions. 

I Here is an aspect of the case that 
may interest the people of America. 
If this art of hitting tho bull's eye 
at from 1,000 to 2,000 yards con¬ 
tinues with tho singrtlar unanimity 
that now prevails, a conflict in 
which the people of tho State.* must 
roci on with Canada as a hostile 
force may mean a serious thing. 

INVADING THE STATES.

Shortly after the Boer war oponod 
and tiie deadly work of the rifle 
marksmen was demonstrated, Can¬ 
ada began to pay more attention to 
the subject of riflo practice. As the 
wur progressed and the prowess of 
tho Dutch with their rifles becamo 
nioro a general subject of comment. 
Canada flamed up, und the rifle 
ranges began to be putronized. Then 
the Government begun to encourage 
tho ido.i, and to-day thousands of 
riflo rungoe ure in almost constant 
use ull over Canada. 

it is not tho regulur soldiers nor 
tho militia in Canada thut this 
work is confined to, but tho business 
nion gcnorully- tho very class from 
which the fighting men must bo 
drawn if Canada is ever called upon 
suddenly to defend her frontiers or 
to invade tho United States. The 
Government supplies ull tho nmmu- 
ni ion, piflos, und equipment, and 
special instructors. Many cities 
where large riflo ranges are located 
provide a part of tho transportation 
of rifle teams, and the railroads pro¬ 
vide a very low rate. 

Then, to contribute to the popu¬ 
larity of the range work, it is made 
a part of the national sport. A 
capital marksman in Canada is a 
man of accomplishment wherever he 
goes. They ure numerous, but they 
are accorded praise. Tho newspapers 
print the full lists of these competi¬ 
tive meets, sometimes devoting a 
whole page to a Provincial contest, 
with editoriul praise for the officer 
ami man alike who inako lino re¬ 
cords. 

'The rank and officers here meet on 
a common level, and discipline does 
not appear to suffer in consequence. 
Possibly this is due to the fact 
that thise contests are essentially 
for the civilians, and the regular 
army contingent merely enters as 
individual citizens, u nd not as pro¬ 
fessional soldiers It is tho popu¬ 
larity of the work among the pcoplo 
outside of military life which pro¬ 
mises to make Canadians so formid¬ 
able as a lighting force They shoot 
at nil sorts of distances—known and 
unknown—such as a field of battle 
presents.

VOLCUII SPREAD'DIATH 

GUATEMALANS DRANK FROM 
FOISC NED STREAMS. 

Lead, Antimony and Arsenic Were 
Ejected From the 
Crater. 

The steamer breakwater arrived at 
Now Orleans the other day from 
Puerto Barrioe. Guatemala, with a 
large number of passengers aboard, 
some of them refugees from the Gua¬ 
temala volcanic eruption. Among 
the passengers are II. C. Keith, t 
manager of the United Fruit Com¬ 
pany; James McNaught, president of 
the Guatemala Central Railroad; 


Senor Francisco de Ojeda, Consul of 
Salvador at tho port of New Or¬ 


leans. Senor do Ojeda, whoso bro¬ 
ther lives within three miles of San¬ 
ta Maria volcano, says that his 
brother fixed the loss of life at about 
2,500, mainly Indian laborers. 

The Guatemalan authorities now 
admit that there was loss of life, 
but they assert that tho loss was 
greatly exaggerated. Most of tho 
dead are natives or Indians, who 
were asphyxiated, or poisoned by the 
gases from the volcano, but some 
plunters and men of prominonco in 
the big coffee plantations near the 
volcano also lost their lives, 

PLANTATIONS BURIED. 

At Colombo, the volcanic eruption 
was preceded on Oct. 28 by a violent 
earthquake. When the eruption be¬ 
gun it became us dark as night, und 
for threo days the sun was invisible 
in consequence of tho rain- und sand 
und ashes. When tho durkness was 
somewhut less, rescuo parties sturted 
for the Various sugar and Coffee 
plantations. They found most of 
them converted into sterile desert* 
i and buried under several feet of 
I sand. 

! A large number of dead wero 
found. Most of them wero natives, 
but at the plantation house of Don 
Antonio Sucre/, a largo coffee plunt- 
cr, were found the bodies of him¬ 
self, ids brother, Don Arscnio 
j Suerez, the Mayor of Colombo, Don 
I Francisco Flores, Michael Sutter, an 
American, and the bookkeepers, ag¬ 
ent, manager, warehousemen, and 
other employes of Suerez, thirteen in 
lull.

apparently escaped the volcano. They 
stopped at tho bridge to get some 
water, having become very thirsty 
because of the heat and the lack of 
water throughout the devastated ter¬ 
ritory. There is a small lake or 
pond culled t’hicabal there, and they 
drank of its water. Unfortunately, 
the wutcr wus poisoned by tho lead, 
antimony ami arsenic which the vol-- 
rano ejected in great -quantities, and 
the natives, after drinking, died in 
convulsions. Similar disasters are 
reported from many parts of the Re¬ 
public, the streams l>cing poisoned 
by the powder from the volcano. 

The obliteration of the louils by 
the falling sand, the destruction of 
the bridges, the damming up of the 
streams so as to cause them to over¬ 
flow, and ihe great darkness pre¬ 
vented tl i* escape of the natives. 
Many of tie* native herders were 
found lying d. ad alongside of their 
d£ad herds.

ADOPTING BOER TACTICS.

Jrt truth, tho 
lighting force of Canada to-day, 
with tho extraordinary proficiency 
with the rifle, is a formidable thing, 
regardless of any support they might 
receive from the Mother Country.

Rations should be carefully com¬ 
pounded in order to secure a pro-‘ 
per proportion of albuminoids and 
carbohydrates, or, ns it is called, a 
proper nutritive ration. Animals 
should he selected for early maturity

He has visited Malta to 
study the Maltese question, tho Ba¬ 
hamas (privutcly), and America on 
two or three occasions; in fact, he 
|olid Ixird Lnnsdownc are the only 
two whom Americans seem at all to 
i know as visitors to their shores. 

I Quite recently Major-General Corbin 
jsnid to a representative on The Daily 
Mail: "Nothing has struck us more 
during our visit to this country 
than the small number of ministers 
who have ever visited America."

A letter in the Toronto World of last 
Friday stated that a number of names 
of [eople connected with insurance 
companies appeared in the list of 
names published in the Mail and 
Empiie as being opposed to the Liquor 
Act, and that in future the temperance 
people of Ontario would light shy of 
these companies. Is this the right 
i rinciple to adopt? We think net 
What good is a man’s franchise if he 
cannot use it as his honest judgmeut 
directs. 

The vote on Thursday, Decern tier 
4th, shows pretty clearly that the 
interests of temperance were consulted 
in submitting the liquor act to the 
judgment of the electors clear of politi¬ 
cal complications. It is very evident 
that party spirit now and again over¬ 
rides personal convictious oven on 
moral questions. Mr. Whitney, with 
his party at his back, polled over 
200,000 votes on his anti-prohibition 
platform, while the anti-prohibition¬ 
ists, single handed, were able to poll, 
so far as yet known, nut more than 
00,000 votek. What 4 th® Government 
wanted was a clear expression of the 
people, apart from all political issues. 
It is evident now that this expression 
could not have beon obtained except by 
the referendum. Wo think it must 
also be clear to every thoughtful per¬ 
son that it would not have been right 
to pass tfie liquor act amid the uucei * 
taintv that existed as to the strength 
of pdblic opinion at the time the bili 
was before the House. And, although 
the vote polled in its favor was large 
and influential, still no one could ex¬ 
pect a law to be very effective that 
did not command in advance more 
than about 30 per cent, of the votes of 
the whom electorate. Anything short 
of efficient legislation would be a 
hindrance rather than a help to the 
temperance cause. But the verdict, 
insufficient though it is, should not he 
considered insufficient for advanced 
legislation. Prohibition has not been 
called for by the vote taken, but iu 
that vote there is implied a protest 
against the liquor habit, and the pro¬ 
test of 160.000 electors is worthy oi 
consideration.

ART OF FRYING. 

The question Is often asked. what 
In the difference between sauteing and 
frying/ Sauteing is often mistak¬ 
enly called frying. To saute Is to 
brown on botli sides in a little hot 
fat or blotter. 

To fry, is to immerse and cook in 
a liberal quuntity of very hot fat. 

Frying is a more wholesome method 
of cooking. If the fat is sufllcicntly 
hot when the food is put into it, a 
gronse-proof coating will bo formed 
on the outside which will prevent 
the grease from entering tho food 
and rendering it indigestible, us Is 
apt to be the result in sauteing. 

There is a special art in frying 
food, and when once learned, there 
is no need of failure. It is not, as 
many suppose, an expensive method 
of cooking. A frying kettle and a 
frying basket are essential for best 
results. Use a lilieral quantity of 
nice sweet l^rd or claribed drip¬ 
pings. l*ut rr in Che frying ket¬ 
tle, place it on the back of the stove 
about threcs-qunrtcnt of an hour be¬ 
fore needed and allow' it to heat 
gradually. Just »x*forc using, draw 
the frying kettle forward and as 
soon as it smokes in the middle, it 
in of the right temperature. Anoth¬ 
er test is to drop a piece of bread 
into the

through a sausage grinder. Pare 
and core somo tortc applet and chop 
rather fine; for every four pounds of 
meat add six pounds of apples, one 
glass of currant, quince or plum Jel¬ 
ly, one quart boiled elder vinegar, 
with sugar added, ono pint maple 
syrup, li pounds granulated sugar, 
two grated nutmegs, two teaspoons 
ground cloyes, six teaspoons ground 
Ctnnamon and two teaspoons grotod 
orange or lemon peel. 

I»ut tho above ingredients over the 
fire in a preserving kettle and let 
heat well without boiling. Then add 
four cups canned or preserved cher¬ 
ries and two cups currant jam. Mix 
all together and let remain over the 
Pro live or ten minutes longer. There 
should be a very slow fire, or else 
have the kettle on the back part of 
the range. If more salt is needed 
beside that which was added to the 
water for boiling the meat, it should 
be added now. If the mixture is 
not sweet enough, add more syrup. 

Dried apples will answer very well 
when fit?sh apples are scarce.

THOROUGHBRED POULTRY. 

If thoroughbred horses, cattle, 
hogs and sheep are better and will 
bring more money because they ore 
better than Inferior stock, or scrubs, 
the same rule is applicable to thor¬ 
oughbred poultry. The quality 
which makes one head of stock bet¬ 
ter than another must be on account 
of its greater money making quali¬ 
ties, and why should this be so ? Or 
in what manner can this be shown ? 
The test is tho market value in 
cash. 

Thoroughbred stock, by universal 
testimony, is considered of the great¬ 
est value. Even to tho untutored 
tho word thoroughbred carries as¬ 
surance of increased value. It has 
tho ring of more money value, while 
tho actual amount in money of 
thoroughbred poultry does not con¬ 
vey the idea of large sums, yet in 
the ubstruct, und by comparison, it 
is ns great as in any other stock. 
To tho poultry fancier it means the 
best, and no farmer should ever be 
content without owning as good, 
or even better, than his neighbors. 

In his argument he asserts that 
"one chicken is as good as an¬ 
other," but will he concede that the 
same rule holds good with other 
stock ? JJow is one cow yielding 
four quarts of milk uei good as one 
whoee yield amounts to ten quarts ? 
How is a cow whose milk contains 
but 2 per cent butter fat as good qb 
the one in which the average butter 
fat cxceels d per cent ? What is it 
that makes tho difference ? Is it not 
that tire money producing qualities 
of the I cst is the result of the in- 
troduefiou of pure blood from ani¬ 
mals that are known und recognized 
ns thororghbreds ?

Wc 
will uHMimo that ho pays some at¬ 
tention to his poultry and that to 
maintain them he must be at some 
expense. The cost of keeping pure 
bloods is no more than would be 
necessary with scrubs.

FORK FOR HOME USE. 

After killing and dressing. the 
hogs should hang until thoroughly 
cooler]. Ofierutions are usually be¬ 
gun early in the morning and there 
is ample lime to cool before night. 
There is greater demand for bacon 
than for salt pork, hence the sides 
of all hogs which ate not overfut 
should ho converted into bacon. 
For salt pork, fresh roasts, etc., the 
hog is first split along tho hack, the 
cuts of meat being removed from 
tbo loin and shoulder portions, and 
the belly strips used for bacon. When 
Lacon only is desired, tho hams anc^ 
shoulders are first removed, after 
which lho spare ribs are cut away. 
Bacon strips about three inches 
wide are cut around the body, and 
these strips cut in two.

It was 
by means of arU^es und letters ' in 
the pockets of vvliutt little clothing 
some of the dead‘persons wore that 
many identifications were'made.
